Pupils  who  are  more  than  fifteen  minutes  late  for  any  lesson  forfeit  the 
lesson. 

No  teacher  is  permitted  to  give  lessons  to  any  student  away  from  the 
Academy,  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Directors. 

Students  are  expected  to  notify  the  Secretary  at  least  one  week  before  the 
end  of  each  term  should  they  wish  to  discontinue  lessons. 

Pupils  are  requested  to  secure  their  music  through  the  Academy  in  order  to 
avoid  delay  and  to  obtain  uniform  editions.  The  same  discount  as  given  by  music 
stores  will  be  allowed.  Bills  for  music  and  books  will  be  rendered  toward  the  end 
of  each  term. 

Pupils  should  examine  notices  on  the  Bulletin  Boards.  Failure  to  do  so  may 
result  in  misunderstandings  and  disappointments. 

Pupils  may  begin  at  any  time  and  a  proportionate  deduction  will  be  made 
from  the  tuition,  but  it  is  advisable  to  begin  at  the  commencement  of  the  term. 

No  pupil  may  graduate  or  take  part  in  Commencement  Exercises  if  in  debt 
to  the  School  for  tuition  or  sundries.
